e period between Pesach and Shavuot, of counting the omer, found 
Sha’ar Zahavniks “counting voices’—joining together at house meet- 
ings, sharing stories and listening deeply to each other. The dual pur- 
pose was to build relationships/community, and inform the next round 
of our social justice work. Ninety-five people participated, including 
new and longtime members, and prospective members. As part of our Shavuot ob- 
servance on May 28, we heard the themes that emerged from these conversations. 

We first asked about sources of constriction (narrowness or “mitzrayim”) that 
people felt. In response, the most frequently-occurring issue clusters were: 

= Money and Financial Security—including current unemployment, long-term 

financial prospects, and cost of housing 

= Priorities—City, State, National—including impacts of pending budget cuts, 

especially impacts on education and health care 

= Caring for Others Facing II/ness and Death—including illness and death of 

loved ones, lack of resources for those facing end of life and those caring for 
them, the need for support by the caregivers 

m Aging and Lifecycle Concerns—including the invisibility some feel as they 

age, fear of isolation, desire for connection across generations and also con- 
nection with peers, and the desire to make a difference in our lives and focus 
on what matters most. 

An additional cluster of issues voiced by many people related to worries about 
the younger generation. People voiced concerns about parenting and a lack of con- 
fidence that the world they will inherit will be safe and sustainable—in terms of the 
environment, the economy, and safety/security given the violence and inequality 
that is so widespread in our world.

WHAT MAKESa community? I’ve 
| been thinking about that a lot recently. A 

; common theme in our recent Counting 
Voices listening campaign was the impor- 

- tance of Sha’ar Zahav to many members as a 
community—a touchstone that provides 
support and comfort during these challenging times. 

Community is a complex concept and is rarely monolithic. 
Many disparate groups can form community, and at Sha’ar 
Zahav connections between community members can hap- 
pen at several levels. Sometimes the connection is with oth- 
ers “like us.” And sometimes the connection is with those 
who are different and who by being different bring a great 
variety of experiences to the relationship. 

dor v’dor. Martin and I had the pleasure of hosting one of the 
listening sessions. An interesting twist voiced by some partici- 
pants was the importance of intergenerational experiences which 
our synagogue community provides. Although I’ve spoken fre- 
quently about the importance of children in our congregation, 
and my strong belief that these children are all our children, I 
hadn't really thought about the flip side of that demographic 
spread. Just as younger generations provide opportunities for an 
expanded experience for older members, so too do older mem- 
@:. provide a valuable resource for younger members. 

How can we maximize the potential of the generational 
spread which makes up our congregation? Some opportunities 
are explicit: Mentoring a bar/bat mitzvah student certainly ben- 
efits both parties. Participating in Beit Sefer Phyllis Mintzer’s 
Galei Limudim program provides an opportunity for adults 
(parents and non-parents alike) to study together and then teach 
students—again benefiting both generations. Service leading 
also provides many opportunities for “newbies” to learn from 
the veterans—although this isn’t necessarily generational. 

What other opportunities could be created? At our Count- 
ing Voices session, one adult member wondered aloud: Why 
can't I have a “mentor” just like the b’nei mitzvah students? 
This is certainly a valid wish and one I would like to explore. 
But I wonder what over areas could be developed to foster 
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intergenerational connections? 

It takes a village. One member reported involvement in 
the “San Francisco Village”—part of a nationwide movement 
of localized membership groups which, although aimed pri- 
marily at assisting with retirement, actually can involve mul- 
tiple generations in providing each other with assistance in 
daily living. Coincidentally, a couple of days later, Martin and 
I were invited to a reception hosted by Marcy Adelman, the 
founder of Openhouse SF, which I had known primarily as 
the organization whose goal is to build a GLBT retirement 
residence in the former UC Extension complex at Market & 
Laguna. It turns out that Openhouse’s goals are much 
broader and include the village concept. This brings to mind 
the chavurah concept at Sha’ar Zahav. 

Rabbi Angel has often suggested development of zip-code 
based chavurot—principally to provide Bikkur Cholim sup- 
port—but why should they be limited to one area? We have seen 
the success of the East Bay Chavurah in supplementing the 
worship services held at Mishkan Dolores. We have also seen 
the benefits of our Women’s Chavurah and Mensch Group— 
and the post-services social group which meets once a month 
after Friday night services. A fledgling Young Professionals 
Chavurah has been in development in recent weeks. All these 
groups encourage connections between individual members. 

We benefit from ongoing connections with others. Sometimes 
the desire is to connect with others “like us”. And sometimes we 
benefit tremendously from connecting with those who bring dif- 
ferent experiences to the relationship. Vibrant focused chavurot 
joined together in community can make for a stronger whole. 

What other chavurot might enrich our community? And 
what programs which foster intergenerational connections 
might equally enrich our community? These are the ques- 
tions on my mind—and I ask you to share in the realization 
of the answers. I welcome your thoughts on new ways for us 
to connect effectively—please share your ideas with me in 
person or to president@shaarzahav.org. 

Together, let us create a richer, stronger Sha’ar Zahav commu- 
nity—with multiple gates of entry and avenues of connection.

Breathing into the 


ICADC 


I WAS STUCK on MUNI the 
other day. The conductor announced 
that she was having difficulty with the 
train and was going out of service at 
the next stop. I looked up from the 
magazine I was reading and noticed 
virtually everyone under the age of 40 
or so had earbuds dangling from their 
ears, or were engrossed in some hand- 
held electronic device. I thought, “what 
is this world coming to; everyone iso- 
lated in their own little worlds?” But 
then I realized, how is separating our- 
selves from others via electronics any 
different from my reading? Don’t 
PDAs, Blackberries and iPhones allow 
us to keep more on top of our sched- 
ules so that we can fit more in, or at 
least not miss what we’d already agreed 
to do? 

Yes, and No. 

New technologies are designed to 
assist us. But is hyper-speed the ulti- 
mate goal? What about taking time to 
stop and smell the roses? Does technol- 
ogy get in the way of paying attention 
to our surroundings so that we miss 
the wide range of wonderful differ- 
ences around us? I’d like to suggest 
that it’s not healthy to always be wor- 
ried about time; rushing, rushing, 
rushing to meet deadlines. I have been 
learning the importance of exhaling 
and taking in a long, deep breath, to 
deal with the unexpected. When the in- 
evitable happens, e.g., when a MUNI 
car breaks down, or the person ahead 
of me at the cashier fumbles with their 
wallet, I try to remember to breathe 
into the experience. 

As CSZer’s, aren’t we the unex- 
pected? For over thirty years we have 
woven a beautiful tapestry of individu- 
als from a wide array of backgrounds 
and cultures, ages, sexualities, and 
socio-economic circumstances. I like to 
@ of us as role models for living 

nexpected lives. Perhaps we've grap- 
pled with millennia-old laws around 
kashrut (kosher) and made them cur-

rent by following eco-kosher practices. 
Perhaps we’re sometimes Shomer 
Shabbos (Shabbat observant). We don’t 
always agree about the centrality of Is- 
rael in our lives. In our synagogue 
home we recognize that many of us 
have different takes on G~d. We learn 
trope, or think Torah is anachronistic, 
or don’t know from trope and don’t 
think twice about Torah. We’re wonder- 
fully human; and color virtually every 
hue of the rainbow of humanity. 

It is in the unexpected that we learn 
about ourselves, through others. I feel 
blessed with the diversity and variety at 
CSZ. I was worried that as a gay man, 
who am I to write about transgender 
folk or bisexuals? I don’t want to insult 
anyone by speaking of them as an 
“other,” or objectify others by talking 
about them, and not to them (as our 
sage Greg Lawrence taught me). I’m 
hoping that if I’m empathetic and sen- 
sitive, it will be okay to write about ex- 
periences which aren’t mine. 

So, just as flowers, or a sunset, or 
the smile of a baby can give us reason 
to pause, I wonder if transgender folk 
were created to compel the rest of us to 
pause. Transgender people are a bless- 
ing. The blurring of assigned and 
taken gender makes binary gender nor- 
malized people uncomfortable; forcing 
us to face unexpectedness. And if we’re 
willing to breathe into the unexpected 
we can start tapping into the infinite 
mystery of what truly is. 

After a moment’s breath we can re- 
alize that there is more than a binary 
gender formula. Hopefully, after an- 
other breath we learn to accept that 
there is some feminine in all of us, 
some masculine in all of us, and some 
mix of it all in all of us. 

Perhaps the unexpectedness of 
queer people helps loosen up thinking 
around sexuality as well as gender 
roles. For example, hopefully one day 
bisexuals won't have difficulty being 
seen and acknowledged. And then the 
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next day, everyone will celebrate that 
love is love, no matter in which human 
form it is packaged. 

As fellow congregant and poet Dan 
Bellm wrote, “G~d did not lead us by 
the nearer way...but round-about, by 
way of the wilderness...” I believe that 
each of us, “lesbian, gay or sanctified in 
ways of our own” has been put on this 
earth, for however few years we have, 
to be our true selves. And in interact- 
ing with others, some like us, and 
some different, hopefully we grow, and 
guide each other on whatever path we 
are on. 

So, if we isolate ourselves too much, 
those beautiful interactions won't hap- 
pen as frequently, and it will take 
longer for the world to be the better 
place it can be. Unexpected moments 
can connect us with others, and with 
the transcendent (Gd, if you use that 
language). As we keep one eye or ear 
on what’s going on around us, we can 
remain open to the unexpected while 
enjoying our music, iPhone apps, or 
magazines. Until then, I’m learning 
the importance of exhaling, and then 
taking in a long, deep breath to wel- 
come the unexpected. During the com- 
ing Days of Awe (the period between 
Rosh Hashanah and Yom Kippur) may 
we all breathe into the unexpected.

amentation, Richard Rohr 

wrote, is a particularly Jewish 

form of liturgy, absent in Chris- 

tianity. Eichah, or Lamentations, 

hich we read on Tisha b’Av is 

included in the Christian Bible, but for us 
it is a living text, read annually both 
evening and morning, often seated on 
the floor of a darkened synagogue. To rise 
from the reading of Eichah, from floor to 
bench, can feel like rising from darkness 
to light, from death to life. Lamentation is 
in fact a survival strategy. The Torah tells 
to choose life. Faced with any catastrophe, 
it is better to cry out and survive than to 
choke on pain or despair and die. 

In ancestral legend, lamentation 
secured our inheritance as a nation. Dur- 
ing her difficult pregnancy, Rivka con- 
fronted God: ‘If so, why am I?’ She did 
not bury her pain, or try to end it by end- 
ing the pregnancy, but demanded and 
received an answer: the inner conviction 


that her younger son would inherit the 
birthright of the firstborn. This convic- 
tion gave meaning to her suffering and 
direction to her life. Whether the convic- 
tion came from God or from the depth of 
her own being, she reached it by crying 
out, refusing silence. 

Lamentation is not the same as sim- 
ply acknowledging pain. Jacob’s sons did 
not try to bury the pain of being loved less 
than their brother Joseph, but neither did 
they lament. They sought relief rather 
than meaning, and contrived to get rid of 
Joseph, a crime that would haunt them 
throughout their lives, even when it 
unexpectedly turned out for good and 
long after Joseph had forgiven them. 

Liberation begins with lamentation. 
When the Israelites were slaves in Egypt 
‘they groaned from the work, and they 
cried out, and their cry rose to God.’ Even 
though the cry was not directed to God, 
God heard and sent Moshe to lead them

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out of slavery. Based on this, both the 
Torah and Jewish folklore repeatedly 
assert that God hears the cry of the 
oppressed. 

So deep is the belief that a cry from 
the heart always reaches heaven, that 
we read about it every Yom Kippur after- 
noon. Jonah, after reluctantly saving the 
lives of his national enemies, complains 
to God that he is angry enough to die. 
God speaks directly to him, declaring 
that divine love embraces cattle as 
much as recalcitrant prophets. However 
angry he is, Jonah does not die. 

Lamentation means confronting 
God. Job, who has lost his children, his 
fortune, and his health for no apparent 
reason, refuses to either die or cease 
crying out. God responds, although in a 
terrifying way that Job cannot under- 
stand. As the much-repeated Psalm 145 
insists, God is close to anyone who truly 
calls out. 

Eichah brings us inside the experi- © 
ence of lamentation. Because it treats 
God as directly responsible for the disas- 
ters of history, it repeatedly encourages 
the devastated Zion to cry out day and 
night, and demands that God see the 
destruction, relent and restore the land, 
people and Temple. The author rebukes 
God for being enveloped in anger, a 
cloud that shuts out prayer, and prom- 
ises to weep unceasingly until God looks 
down and takes notice. It ends with the 
prayer and promise, ‘Return us, God 
and we shall, return; renew our days as 
at the beginning,’ for ‘You have already 
raged enough against us’. 

Even in the most catastrophic of cir- 
cumstances, Jews have always turned 
towards God in grief and anger. We have 
turned away from despair and chosen 
life by articulating our pain, by insisting 
on justice even when it seems most 
absent, by seeking meaning in the 
incomprehensible. Every lamentation is 
a transcendence, an encounter with the, 
Infinite. Reading Eichah, we confront Gi. 
the bitterness of history, and rediscover ~ 
transcendence even amid that bitterness.
